France announces that the negotia- 
tions with Italy on the navy question have 
broken down, and that each country is 
free to build as many warships as it may 
please. 

To which officials at Rome respond 
with thé declaration that Italy is ready 
to build ton for ton with France. They 
might have said, without violating the 
facts or showing less inclination to friend- 
liness, that that is precisely what Italy 
proposes to do. 

The disarmament conference seems 
fairly likely to assemble to the accompani- 
ment of clanging hammers and belching 
chimneys in the naval shipyards along the 
Mediterranean. 


THE “TRADE DOLLARS” SCHEME 


The U. F. A. convention wants the Do- 
minion Government to buy up last years 
wheat crop, without money and without 
price. The Government, it is suggested, 
should pay the grower in wheat certifi- 
cates, or ‘‘trade dollars,” each represent- 
ing what it cost last year to raise a bushel 
of wheat. These trade dollars to be de- 
clared to be legal tender. 

The trouble with that scheme is that 
fiat money is not real money, and cannot 
be made real money by anything the Gov- 
ernment might choose to print on the 
face of ‘trade dollars.” Whatever the 
trade dollar might be represented to be 
worth, it would in reality be worth just 
38 cents, the price of wheat in Edmonton 
at the time of writing; unless the Govern- 
ment undertook to pay to whoever pre- 
sented a trade dollar the difference be- 
tween 38 cents and the amount printed on 
the face of that money substitute. 

Filling the farmer’s pocket with bogus 
bills would not get him a cent more per 
bushel for his wheat. Nor can a govern- 
ment, any more than an individual, buy 
wheat without having to pay for it. If 
the idea is that the Government would re- 
deem the trade dollars at par, it would 
be a simpler and cheaper process to pay 
the farmer for his wheat in the first place. 
If that is not the idea, somebody some- 
where along the line would lose the spread 
between the price of wheat and the nom- 
inal value of the wheat certificate, the 
strong probability beng that the farmer 
is the man who would lose. 


RELIEF IN ALBERTA 

A report issued by Hon. Vernor Smith 
shows that up to the end of December 
12,482 persons in Alberta had been given 
direct relief or provided with relief work, 
or given assistance in both ways. 

That is undoubtedly a large number, 
considering that this is a young province, 
a farming province, and one of sparse 
population. But it is not large in rela- 
tion to the total population, and is small 
when one recalls some of the representa- 
tions and predict'ons of widespread desti- 
tution which were being made a few 
months ago. What it means is that about 
one person in fifty required assistance up 
to the close of the year. 

The returns for January will no doubt 
show a substantial increase, as employ- 
ment invariably falls off after the New 
year. But there is nothing to indicate 
that the relief list will approximate the 
hysterical forecasts which were broad- 
casted last mid-Summer as political cam- 
paien propaganda, 

What should be recognized, and is 
pretty widely admitted, is that joint action 
by the Dominion, Provincial and munici- 
pal authorities has resulted in the e:tua- 
tion being handled in a creditable and 
generally satisfactory way. Complaifts 
have been made that in some cases as- 
sistance has not been given, or not given 
promptly; and likely with some justifica- 
tion, A situation of the kind never has 
been handled in a way that left no possible 
ground for complaint, and that maximum 
efficiency never will be attained. But at 
least it may be said that there has been 
an energetic effort made to meet the con- 
dition, and that the taxpayers have main- 
tained an attitude of entire willingness to 
foot the bill. 


WHEAT AND WAR DREAD 


The French Government proposes to 
establish a “pegged” price of $2 a bushel 
for wheat; which is a pleasanter way of 
saying that the French taxpayer is to be 
made bonus the French wheat-grower to 


? 


an amount equal to about twice the world 
price of wheat. 

And at that price, it is said, the french 
farmer will make little or no money grow- 
ing wheat, on his small farm of high- 
priced land, where machinery cannot be 
used to advantage and where most of the 
work has to be done by hand labor, 

Economically of course the thing is 
absurd. The French farmer might better 
grow something that would bring him in a 
larger return in the erdinary course of 
trade, and the nation import its wheat 
supplies from Canada and other over-sea 
countries where wheat can be produced at 
low cost. 

But economics do not altogether gov- 
ern the situation there, or in other dense- 
ly-crowded countries in Europe. The war 
taught France, as it taught its neighbors, 
the danger of having to depend upon im- 
ported supplies of wheat when the seas 
are infested with enemy submarines. And 
as Europe lives in apprehension that an- 
other war will come sooner or later, 
France and other countries on the con- 
tinent bonus wheat-growing as one means 
of maintaining security against starvation 
in time of emergency. 

The Canadian wheat-grower ought to 
be interested in the proceedings of the 
League of Nations and the world court, 
and in every organization and movement 
that tends to lift the expectation of war 
from the minds of the people of Europe. 
Could that be accomplished, it is likely 
that wheat-bonus systems would go over- 
board, that wheat land in the crowded 
countries would be turned to more profit- 
able use, and that the highly industrial- 
ized nations there would rely for their 
bread supply upon this Dominion and 
other countries in which wheat can be 
grown at a fraction of the cost of produc- 
ing it at home.

BALANCING THE BUDGET 

The Montreal Gazette halls with much enthusiasm 
the idea that the very acule problem of balancing 
the Domin.on budget in a year of heavily reduced 
revenue should be solved by cu\ting down the salaries 
of the civil servants rather than by increasing the 
laxauion of the population at large. Judging from 
its approval of the recent policies of Signor Mussolini 
in Italy, the Gavevte would also have no objection if 
Mr, Bennett, assuming an autocratic power some- 
what foreign to our con tiiutional practice were to 
decree a similar reduction in all wages and salaries 
throughout the Dominion, ‘That a certain amount 
of wage reduction is desirable in the interests’ of 
econom.c stability we have ourselves frequently point- 
ed out, but it is rather a long way from that to con- 
ferrng upon the Dominion Government a blanket 
authority to regulate the income of : verybody in the 
community except the owners of capital. The pow- 
ers of & Mussoline are not limited, to the compara- 
Uvely small sphere of regulating wages; they extend 
to the most far-reaching regulation of the whole 
ownersh.p and management of industry. They are 
perhaps just.f.ed in the case of Italy by the com- 
plete economic breakdown which existed before they 
were called into being; but we doubt if they can be 
justified at all in Canada, and we are quite sure that 
the Gazette has no admiration for any part of them 
except that part which makes wage reductions pos- 
Sible and strikes impo.sible, 

A general reduction of civil servants salaries, be- 
fore any corresponding readjusimente has taken 
place in ordinary wages, would be a gross injustice. 
The civil service is of all classes of workers that 
which experiences the greatest difficulty in getting 
its remuneration pushed up in times of r.sing prices. 
It certainly should not be selected to be the first 
Class to have its wages reduced in the conver.e pro- 
cess. As to the extent of saving that could be af- 
fected by any such means, it need only be pointed 
out that the total expenditure on salaries and wages 
of all civil service employees of the Dominion is 90 
mill.ons of dollars per annum., If the whole item 
were cut in half, the saving would be barely 45 mil- 
lion dollars, or about one-tenth of the national neve- 
nue before the slump. It is highly probable that 
by means of a more efficient organization this sal- 
ary list could be curtainel by something between five 
and ten per cent, without any serious detriment to 
the conduct of publ.c business; but we do not recom- 
mend Mr. Bennett to rely upon any large savings in 
his next budget as a result of such reorganization, 
The people of Canada had better reconcile them- 
selves to @ considerable stiffening of taxation, espe- 
clally in those departments of revenue which do not 
proceed from custom duties and are therefore not 
affected by the diminishing volume of international 
And since apprehension of the unknown ef- 
fects of such taxation is one of the most serious ob- 
stacles to business recovery, it is desirable that we 
should know what the taxes are going to be, and be 
permitted to experience their effects a5 soon a5 pos- 
sible.—The Financial Times, Montreal.

DRESSING THE MIND 


We choose our clothes mainly for decorative pur- 
poses and not so much for protection against the ele- 
ments. Perhaps we waste a great deal of energy, and 
certainly spend larger sums of money than necessary 
in select.ng our clothes from the ornamental rather 
than the practical standpoint. De we not also dress 
our minds in much the same manner? 

Our educators attempt to develop a child’s mind 
fm such a way that as the chield studies the routine 
school subjects his mind will be conventionally dec- 
orated w.th mental frills and laces which will be of 
little or no value to him throughout his life. 

How much real good does the average growing 
child receive from so many hours spent in the study 
of dead languages afid higher mathematics? The 
profecsors who teach such subjects can of course not 
be expected to advocate the substitution of more 
practical subjects which they themselves are not 
trained to teach. The argument is not often made 
that the study of languages and higher mathema- 
tics is necessary to train the mind, but no good rea- 
son has ever been given why the memory and in- 
tellectual facilities can not be improved by the study 
of certain subjects which will have a more practical, 
everyday value, 

If the school years are not extended, would it not 
be better to substitute such studies as physiology, food 
science, chemistry, biology, sex science and the science 
of raising children, for some of the years spent in 
the study of mathematics, dead languages, mythology, 
history, etc. 

Can we not find time to teach the child how to 
live? 

We know that most of our actions are determined 
by our desires, emotions, and feelings. Everyone ad- 
mits that self-preservation is the first law of nature, 
and yet your child who graduates from college this 
year may be able to tell you all about the mythical 
Apollo, or recite the orations of Cicero, but does he 
know such a simple thing as how food is digested in 
the body or how the blood circulates? He may be 
able to do intricate problems in trigonometry, but can 
he sit down to your table and show you wh.ch foods 
combine harmoniously and which make bad combin- 
ations? He may be able to tell you the love story 
of Helen of Troy, but does he know a single sensible 
thing about his own emotional nature, his future sex 
life, marriage relations, or the propagation of off- 
spring and the raising of ch-Idren? 

All education is useful, but I cannot keep from 
pointing out to parents the advantage to future gen- 
erations of insisting that such subjects as physiology, 
biology, food chemistry and sexology be made import- 
ant subjects in the curriculum of our educational in- 
stitutions, 

Let us bring up our children to be at least healthy 
animals who will know the real worth of the im- 
portant things in life, and add the frills and laces 
to the mind if there is any time left,

Scars 

Question: Mrs, B. A. writes: “When I was a baby 
I had a burn on my cheek which left @ scar about 
the size of a dime. The skin is not discolored, but 
merely sinks in. Is there any way to draw this out 
on a level with the rest of my face?” 

Answer: A good method of treatment is the use 
of the ultra-violet light to sunburn the scar and the 
immediate area around it. The edges of the scar can 
also be removed by burning with a high-frequency 
spark. Through this method the color of the scar 
and surrounding tissues can be blended together so 
that the scar does not so easily show, 


Salt and Nephritis 

Question: D. D. D. asks: “Would a half teaspoon- 
ful of salt in the morning be harmful to one who has 
had acute nephritis? Would drinking a lot of water 
counteract the salt?” 

Answer: The salt would certainly be irritating to 
one with acute nephr‘tis, You probably take the salt 
as a laxative, but would do better to discontinue its 
use and substitute enemas.

Vaujour, a man of dauntless courage. Upon hearing 
the sentence, Vaujour asked, “At what hour will the 
ceremony take place?” 

“A* two,” said Lebon. 

“All the wo:se.” replied Vaujour, “two is my din- 
ner hour; but never mind, I shall pry have to dine 
a little earlier.”

Real Danger To 
Peace Of World 


Patriotism Stands for Sane 
Love of Country, Says 
r$ 
Writer 
(Submitted by the Women's 
Peace Group) 

Mr. Fred B. Smith of the World 
Alliance for International Friendsh'p 
Through the Churches, in his book 
“Must We Have War?” in dealing 
with Nationalism, says, in part: 

“Nationalism is a mania; it is a 
super-state philosophy. The conceit of 
one's sense of national honor may be 
wounded to a fighting frenzy while 
the same justification of offence would 
not be conceded to another national. 
But extreme nationalism granis no 
such privileges to anyone. It is the 
logic of the divine superiority con- 
ception of one’s own country. It ad- 
vocates the doctrine that the noblest 
way to advance “my country” is to 
destroy some other people's country. 

“There is no more iptricate ques- 
tion before the people in these strat- 
egic years than to find a proper bal- 
ance, between true patrolism and 
extreme nationalism. That man is a 
poor citizen who does not love his 
own country more than he does any 
other country; that man is a poor 
husband who does Shot love his own 
wife more than he loves any other 
woman; that man ts not a very good 
citizen who does not love his own 
community and seek its welfare more 
than that of any other community 
But that man !s dangerous in domes- 
tic circles when he loves his own 
home so much that he would take 
® mean advaniage of his neighbors 
That man is not a good patriot who 
simply shouts about being “one hun- 
dred per cent” for his homeland and 
then slurs other nations. True patriot- 
ism and national.sr are entirely dif- 
ferent things—I know of nothing 
finer upon this than the following 
quotation from Professor Carelton J 
H. Hayes, of Columbia University, in 
his book on “Nationalism”; ‘National- 
ism, unless it be rendeved critically in- 
stead of ignorantiy, huinble instead ot 
proud, for service instead of greed, 
does not promise to promote human 
progress. It promises not to unily but 
to disintegrate the world; not to ie | 


serve and create but to destroy civiliz 
ation.’
